of good standing, whose opinions are 
much respected by tho-e who know 
| him; the other a country squire who 
hownus an estate not far from Catro. 
The evidence of these persons comes 
ito this: Since the daysof the Caliph 
Oinar Egypt has never seen sceurity 
las that enjoyed by the masses. They 
are no longer exposed to arbitrary 
tixation, mulet and jatinudation by 
those in authority. A peasant does 
not now live in constant dread of 
arrest and exile simple beeause he is 
well to doand has excited the envy 
or cupidity of some court 


favorite. 
Personal security for the ordinary 
Egyptian is now at last a historical 
fret, and not a matter of opinion. 
The poople hardly believe their senses 
in this respect, and only fear that the 
present state of affairs is too good 


to last. There is less robbery and 
brigandage now then there was 


twelve years ago. A cadi or native 
judge is quoted as giving an opinion 
that Egyptian peasants 
suffer less ill treatment and enjoy 
more freedom and security of person 
than has ever before been known. 
Tho moro intelligent of the popula- 
tion haye begun to appreciate those 
ugvantages, and the expression of their 
opinions atthe present moment may 
no doubt be attributed to a dread of 
an eventual relapse into the old sys- 
tem of administration.

More honest and 
faithful and skilful work is done, and 
more @ it. The penetrating spirit of 
democracy has found its expression in 
the Mi quality of literature; the old 
oligarchic republic of letters is passing; 
already we have glimpses of the Com- 
mune. Ifthe reader has noted the opti- 
mistic tone of these essays he will con- 
ceive that we are not wholly dismayed 


at the prospect, and that we find a con- | 


solation in recognizing what seems 
how, when the difficult business of fore- 


| casting its future perplexes and saddens.

Our chief concern is that we cannot 
recognize all the good there is in all the 
books that come to us; but ifthe public 
will keep our secret, we will confess 
that we believe this will have very little 
to do with their destiny. The fittest, in 
literature as in everything else, will sur- 
vive, as it has always done; and for all 
our confident air in saying this is well 
and that is ill, we understand perfectly 
that we are not dealing final doom. We 
are saying what our experience of liter- 
ature and of life has persuaded us is the 
truth; but these books are also the ex- 
pression of literature and of life, and 
we will confess again, if again the pub- 
lic will keep our secret, that sometimes 
the crudest expression in that sort seems 
better than the finest comment upon it. 
We have sometimes suspected that more 
thinking, more feeling certainly, goes 
to the creation of a poor novel than to 
the production of a brilliant criticism; 
and if any novel of our time fails to live 
a hundred years, will any censure of it 
live? Whocan endure to read old re- 
views? Onecan hardly read them if 
they are in praise of one’s own books, 
It is not, then, with a wholly imperson- 
al pang, dearly beloved brothers ime 
mortals, that we sit here in our study 
sorrowfully regarding your multitude, 
and misgiving which of you shall sur- 
vive. You cannot all, that is certain; 
and more and more pensively we per- 
ceive that it is not absolutely for us to 
say which; but to use what patience 
wa may if the poets, the historians, 
the novelists, the essayists, are not 
able to keep their number within 
bounds. It is vain, at anv rato, to 
preach Malthusianism to them, and we 
willingly relinquish to the reader the
